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| Philatelists Asked To 
Give $25,000 To The 
National War Fund 





Under the sponsorship of James 
A. Farley, former Postmaster 
General, a volunteer committee 

of collectors, dealers and philatel- 
ic writers has inaugurated a cam- 
paign in behalf of the National 
War Fund. The Goal of. the Nat- 
jonal War Fund organization is 
$250,000,000. Twenty-five thous- 
‘and goes into $250,000,000 exactly 
600 times, so it is obvious that 
F American philately is being asked 
to contribute only a_ relatively 
small part of the total. The num- 
ber of collectors in this country 
js estimated to be from 7,000,000, 
to 10,000,000, and the volunteer 
committee working with Mr. Far- 
ley does not anticipate too much 
trouble in arriving at philately’s 
modest quota in support of this 
worthy war effort. ; 

Collectors are not going to be 
asked to surrender cash. What. the 
committee wants are contribu- 
tions of worthwhile stamps, cov- 
ers and related material, The 
committee appeals to collectors 
to make some real sacrifices from 
their philatelic holdings—items of 
a character which will bring gen- 
finely fancy prices at public sale. 
Around mid-December the contri- 
buted material will be disposed of 
at an auction to be held in New 
York, and Mr. Farley will pinch- 
hit as one of the auctioneers. 

Last year the same volunteer 
philatelic committee put on a sim- 
jlar campaign for the United Ser- 
vice Organizations and at an auc- 
tion realized about $12,000. This 
year’s drive is not-exclusively for 
USO. The $250,000,000. including 
philately’s $25,000, will be allo- 
cated among many organizations. 

= -The.committee- announces that. 

collectors making donations may, 
if they choose, specify just which 
organizations they would prefer 
their contributions to benefit. Re- 
quests such as these will be hon- 
ored, the donations to be ear- 
marked in advance so there will 
be no errors. e

WPB LAWS BLOCK SOME 
NEW YORK AUCTIONERS 


The activities of several newer 
auctioneers is about to be curtail- 
ed through discovery and report- 
ing of violations of WPB laws 
anent the fact that anyone not 
publishing catalogues prior to 
1941 has no right to do so now. 
Many of the newcomers, especially 
those handling the Green auctions 
were ignorant of the WPB regu- 
lation and went ahead with plans 
last year and for this year. One 
of New York’s sharper dealers 
who makes a speciality of making 
life miserable for his fellow deal- 
ers, discovered the law, reported 
them to Washington and they are 
being stopped from further activ- 
ities, 


T-Bone Steak With 
Gravy And Mushrooms 
No Longer Rationed 


Yes brothers, you can get it all 
at the Postoffice now for only 
three cents. They call it the Phil- 
ippine stamp, but why, we do not 
know. Originally. this stamp was 
announced as a stamp to Honor 
the Philippine people and Gov- 
ernment. It comes out as a stamp 
memorializing the island of Cor- 
regidor, where our own men and 
the Philippinos made such a 
splendid last stand. As a_ stamp 
memorializing this event there is 
little lacking except a decent de- 
sign, but in so far as a stamp for 
the Philippines, it lacks every- 
thing else that the Overrun Na- 
tions series had, primarily, a dis- 
tinct picture of the Philippine flag 
and the word Philippines on the 
stamp. j 

Our own opinion of this stamp 
is borne out by letters from oth- 
ers since the stamp has appeared. 
One correspondent says it looks 
like a T-Bone Steak with the 
gravy oozing out and a few mush- 
rooms in the offing. Another says 
it pictures a big Frog, while one 
suggests a Lobster and another a 
dead Jap with his head missing. 
Whatever anyone wants to call it 
is O. K. with us, but it takes its 
place at the total bottom of all U. 
S. postage issues as about the 
most poorly designed stamp that 
has yet been issued in this coun- 
try and one would have to hunt 
world issues to find many that 
would be worse. ’ 

Our thanks to Harvey Dolin & 
Co., of New York, L. W. Staehle, 
New York, George Williams of 
Oakland, California, Cachet-Craft 
Cover Service, of Framingham, 
Mass., and Sam Avy of Piqua, 
Ohio, for the splendid first day 
covers, all of which have cachets 
that are far more in line than the 
stamp. From A. B. Jackson of 
Centerdale, R. I, comes a cover 
made from a map which pictures 
the Pacific area, a most unusual 
and attractive, yet illegal cover. 


New Special Delivery 
Stamps To Bear Same 
Old Outdated Picture 


Announcement by the Postoffice 
Department is that the new 13c 
and 17c Special Delivery stamps 
will bear the same old out of date 
picture which has been in use on 
these stamps for far too many 
years. 

This great country of ours 
seems to be too hard up to stand 
the expense of a new design. Over 
in Russia the public are kept pep- 
ped up by new stamps at frequent 
intervals and many of them splen- 
did propoganda pictures and sub- 
jects. We here in this country can 
not stand such lavish use of time 
and labor, so we are going to 
have the old stamp redone with 
a new value,

Field Post Stamps Of 
Germany Come Either 
Perf. Or Rouletted 


Some weeks ago we illustrated 
the German Field Post stamp 
which is shown here. The stamp 
which we had seen from several 
sources was always a perforated 
stamp. 








We now have a block of six of 
these stamps which are rouletted 
in small arcs by what is probably 
a piece of rule as is used on platen 
presses for perforating paper. 

This block comes from Mr. 
George W. Clark of Athens, Ohio, 
who gives us some added infor- 
mation and a translation. 

At top, “Zalassung Marke” 
means “Entering permit stamp.” 
The wording under the eagle is of 
course, “German Field Post.” Our 
correspondent states that he is 
advised from his correspondent 
in France, that the stamps were 


used from within Germany to 
Soldiers in the field, but the 
words “entering permit” would 


rather indicate that the stamps 
were used from the soldiers on 
mail back home. 


German Secret Service 
Priority Mail Stamps 


Here we have a new stamp or 
label which comes from Mr, 
ceorge Me Clark of tea Ohio, 

r. Clark received this label fro 
a marae iT in Frans whe 
offers the following information. 

This is said to be a label or 
stamp used by the German Intel- 








ligence Officers on mail and mes- 
sages back’ to Germany and is to 
give the letter postal priority in 
handling. 

The ‘translation of this stamp 
is as follows: ‘‘Heeres’” meaning 
“of the Army” and ‘‘Nachrichten” 
is “news,” ‘‘Dienst” is “Service.” 
Hence, ‘‘Army News Service.” 

This stamp or label is an Hori- 
zontal coil rouletted at the sides, 
it is printed in green.

New 6.N.R. Overprints | 
On Italian Stamps Come 
From Cpl. W. Anderson 


In our issue of September 21st 
we illustrated a series of Italian 
Postage Stamps, those of the dou- 
ble variety wherein half of the 
stamp is of the regular set of 1929 
and the other half of the stamp 
is a picture of some subject asso- 
ciated with the war effort in It- 
aly. We illustrate the item here- 
with. 














Now comes from Cpl. W. An- 
derson, somewhere in the Italian 
war zone, 5 single stamps of the 
original 1929 set, each of which 
is overprinted with the letters “G. 
N. R.” as shown in the illustration 
above. These are Scott numbers 
213, 215, 216, 218 and 219. It is 
very probable that the entire set 
may come with this overprint. 

The letters “G. N. R.” we are 
told, stand for “GENERAL NA- 
TIONAL REPUBLIC”. The over- 
prints are in red or black to match 
best with the various colors of the 
stamps. 


New French Morocco 
Air Mail Stamps 


From ‘La Cote Philatelique” a 
bulletin for stamp collectors issu- 
ed in Algiers, dated 20th August, 
we learn of a new set of six 
large size air mail stamps that 
have just been prepared for issue 
in French Morocco. 

The stamps picture a plane fly- 
ing over the desert, with palm 
trees. The denominations and col- 
ors are 50c dark green, 2 franc 
deep red, 5 france cyclamen, 10 
france purple, 50 franc black and 
100 franc red and green. 

It is believed that the 100 france 
stamp is with a postal value of 
but 1.50 franc and that 98.50 
frances are for charity. This stamp 
bears an inscription “Pour L’en- 
traide France” which probably is 
to commemorate the invasion of 
France,

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The Old "Run-Around’ 
Baffles Senafor Mead 
On Red Cross Stamp 





The following from the October 
1, issue of the Sunday Star of 
Washington, D, C. tells how Sen- 
ator Mead has been given the old 
“run-around” in his efforts to 
find out why this country can not 
issue a Red Cross Stamp, This is 
taken from their editorial col- 
umns and shows how mountaiis 
are made out of mole hills. But it 
keeps a lot of people employed. 


“Stamp Mystery” 

“Even in a democracy, the buse 
iness of government—the managee 
ment of public affairs—is a mys- 
terious business. The accuracy of 
this observation may be tested by 
any citizen who is willing to spend 
the time and energy involved in 
the enterprise. All that he need 
do is to pick up the telephone, 
call the Bureau of Internal Rev- 
enue and ask: “Who wrote the 
text of Form 1040?” Ten or twen- 
ty or a hundred persons will be 
willing to discuss the matter with 
him. He may talk with them for 
a week, but in the end he still 
will not know who prepared the 
text of the Individual Income and 
Victory Tax Return over which he 
labored so arduously “last March. 
Seemingly, nobody is equipped 
with the information wanted.” 


“Still more baffling, however, is 
the experience of Senator James 
M. Mead of New York in his quest 
for authorization of a postage 
stamp to publicize the work of 
the American Red Cross. Such an 
issue has been wanted by a con- 
siderable number of people ever 
since the war began in 1939. The 
late Norman Davis, when he was 
president of the Red Cross Society, 
appealed...to President.. Roosevelt 
for it. His letter was referred to 
Postmaster General Frank C, 
Walker, who in turn referred it 
to Third Assistant Postmaster 
General Ramsey S. Black, who in 
turn referred it to Deputy Third 
Assistant Postmaster General Roy 
M. North, who allegedly still has 
it under friendly consideration.” 

“Meanwhile, hundreds of other 
letters expressing the same hope 
for a Red Cross stamp, particular- 
ly a stamp in aid of the blood 
plasma campaign, were written by 
interested citizens to the Presi- 
dent, Mr. Walker, Mr. Black, Mr, 
North and a long list of other of- 
ficers who conceivably might be 
able to wave magic wands over 
the proposal. Months went by, the 





file of petitions grew fat—but the 
desired authorization was not 
forthcoming. Finally, Senator 


Mead intervened. He wrote to the 
President, he wrote to Mr. Walk- 
er, he wrote to everybody he 
could think of who might be 
helpful. And many of the officials 
to whom he wrote replied to him, 
But he still has not found out why 
the Red Cross stamp remains un- 
authorized The Post Office De- 
partment has brought out postal 


labels advertising the trans-At- 
lantic steamship service and the 
transcontinental railroad service, 


the “occupied countries” of Eure 
ope, the Philippines, the four freee 
doms and the United Nations. It 
is reported that it soon will issue 
a stamp to “commemorate” the 
fiftieth anniversary of the motion 
picture industry. Senator Mead, 
however, is stumped in his en- 
deavor to get a Red Cross stamp. 
What bothers him most is that he 
cannot discover why. Nobody is 
opposed to the project. Everybody 
favors it. Yet it does not happen, 
Mystery prevails.” 

Why not write and ask Mr. 
Dewey what he would-do about 
it.

Prices And The Catalogue 
Part Two 

Many dealers claim the cata- 
logue should be published with- 
out any prices, but merely with 
a number of the stamp and a de- 
scription of the color dates, ete. 
Wouldn’t that be a picnic for 
dealers and-wouldn’t prices sky- 
rocket then? Dealers are selling 
stamps for less than wholesalers, 
and you can imagine what 
would happen if the catalogue 
had no price guide, even though 
the present prices are not ac- 
curate. Prescott Thorp claims 
that “pressure groups” or com- 
mittees of philateliec societies 
bring pressure to bear on the 
publisher of the catalogue 
through demanding that the 
stamps in which they are speci- 
fically interested be priced ac- 
cording to their demands and de- 
sires. He claims continuance of 
this policy would bring about the 
publication of a second catalogue 
which would bring further chaos 
to an already badly muddled 
business, The “already badly 
muddled” is my opinion, but I 
agree with Thorp that a second 
catalogue would be _ chaotic, I 
disagree with Thorp that the pub- 
lisher should be identified with a 
retail dealer, or that any retail 
dealer should publish the cata- 
logue. I defy Thorp or any other 
authority to put his finger on any 
single dealer who is sufficiently 
aware of market conditions and 
proper prices. One has but to 
send for the advertised price lists 
from dealers and compare the 
prices to determine that no two 
dealers agree on price. 

In my estimation H, E. Harris 
& Co. of Boston and Stanley Gib- 
bons of New York present the two 
most formidable catalogues which 
reflect both knowledge and detail 
of the subject at hand. Both 
firms. bring out their catalogues 
in several editions per year in 
order to keep astride of the rise 
or fall in the market. I think 
Fritz Billig’s catalogue of air 
mails and covers has value and 
George Herzog’s used air mail 
price list shows intelligence in 
thought. None of these catalogues 
agree with each other in every in- 


stance, but these are the 
catalogues which are most fre- 
quently used by other’ dealers. 


World conditions make it impos- 
sible for any catalogue printed 
once a year to properly reflect 
prices. Dealers disagree about 
prices amongst themselves and we 
all agree that a catalogue from 
which a discount is expected by 
the ultimate consumer is wrong. 
It all seems confused and _ the 
problem appears to be without a 
remote possibility of solution, but 
there is a solution which takes 
longer than one column to ex- 
plain. For -that reason, after a 
weeks “breather” I am submit- 
ting a very revolutionary plan

titled “Philatelic Utopia.” The 
plan has been presented to Hugh 
Clark of Scott Publications, H. E. 
Harris of the firm of the same 
name and the editor of Linn’s. 
They all agree that with polishing 
it is the absolute answer to the 
whole philatelic problem, includ- 
ing pricing the catalogue, but 
that it is so revolutionary it will 
meet with nothing but contempt 
and shouts of derision from a 
majority of dealers, editors and 
heads of philatelic societies. The 
only ones who will like it will 
be the collectors. Oh yes, deal- 
ers, editors and presidents of 
clubs number about 2000 in all, 
while the collectors are estimated 
at anywhere from 100,000 to 1,- 
000,000, in the U. S. A. I wonder 
how much of a voice the collect- 
ors have? 

There is something important 
about pricing stamps that many 
collectors forget, and that is the 
overhead which must be figured 
by the dealer before he makes a 
sale. Overhead consists of rent, 
salaries, heat, light, telephone, 
postage, advertising and thefts 
committed by collectors or bills 
which are never paid. A dealer 
is entitled to a return on his f- 
vestment which runs from a few 
dollars to the hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars and he is entitled 
to a reasonable profit for his lab- 
or, I believe that 40% will ade- 
quately cover all of the above 
listed items, and I will be imme- 
diately told I don’t know what 
I’m talking about. But if an item

is on sale at the U. S. post office 
for $1 and Gibbons sells it for 
$1.15 and Harris for $1.20, or if 
a set of Panama have a face of 
$8 and Harris sells it for $9 or if 
Newfoundlands current stamps 
can be sold at 20-25% over face, 
I believe I am safe in saying that 
40% is a very good margin of 
profit on any deal. But the two 
large wholesale houses in New 
York operate on the theory that 
the sky is the limit, and the deal- 
e. in turn must add his cost of 
doing business and a margin of 
profit, and so the collector be- 
comes the sucker. 

Prices are out of line only be- 
cause collectors have continued 
paying them. The moment col- 
lectors stopped buying stamps, 
prices would stumble. I don’t 
suggest collectors stop buying. I 
do suggest collectors start de- 
manding action, and I believe the 
plan which will start in Linn’s in 
this column on October 19th is 
the start of something which 
philatelists could help perfect and 
put into force for the good of 
dealers, publishers, presidents, 
novices and experts alike. Pres- 
sure groups put pressure on only 
a handful of stamps. They mean 
too little in the whole scheme of 
stamps. What is important is that 
we need a catalogue with net 
prices upon which stamps can be 
sold at a LEGITIMATE profit. 
I believe Hugh Clark will go a- 
long with any legitimate, sensi- 
ble plan to price his catalogue 
accordingly. What we don’t need 
is a second catalogue whether it 
be postage stamps or air mails or 
anything else that the mass of 
collectors collect. Any second 
catalogue which I have seen, with 
the exception of those that deal 
with specialized collecting have 
been phony, whether they are 
published on Fifth Avenue, New 
York or Ploopengazizzy, Ark. A 
stamp dealer may publish a price 
list at any range of price he de- 
sires, but when any firm puts out 
a CATALOGUE it takes more 
than a bank account and a prom- 
inent address to make it authori- 
tative, and I’m not referring to 
Clark or Scott Publications when 
I write that. 

I could fill a hundred columns 
about prices and what makes 
them go up or down. It wouldn’t 
mean a thing. It won’t mean any- 
think until the bulk of collectors 
and especially the dealers see the 
light of day and begin to organize 


collectors hobby and the dealers 
well being and business. The 
next time you are tempted to take 
a wallop at Hugh Clark and the 
catalogue, remember that your 
criticism is only YOUR opinion 
and until there is organization in 
philately, we’re just so many hu- 
man beings all heading for the 
same goal but pulling in differ- 
ent directions. Even Uncle Harry 
Weiss, knee deep in those marve- 
lous f:nds he makes in old barns, 
rundown sawmills and haunted 
houses, pokes his head through 
those marvelous finds of his and 
says “Yeah man”,

F. E. Howe; who is not only a 
member of National Airlines staff 
but is also a very prominent cov- 
er collector. This cachet is one of 
the most attractive I have seen in 
the quite some time. (2) On the 


first trip from Jacksonville to 
New York, the plane broke all 
speed records between these 


points making the trip in 4 hours 
and 36 minutes. By next week, 
I hope to have most of the de- 
tails, 





On Sept. 16th, Warren, Ohio, 
was added to AM-1 & AM-14 asa 
new bracketed point served 
through the Youngstown (Ohio) 
Airport. There was no cachets 
used at Warren for either route. 
Covers are cancelled at Warren at 
various times between 8-30 AM 
& 11-30 AM. Since this point is 
a bracketed point, it is beyond 
the scope of the American Air- 
mail Society Catalogue and will 
not be listed in that publication.

Covers and Precancels 

There has been through the 
years many: attempts to tie cover 
collecting up with  precancel 
collecting but with little success. 
The two just don’t seem to jell. 
’Tis true the only satisfactory way 
of collecting BARS is to have the 
things on cover and of course the 
Government printed envelopes 
should be collected entire although 
some few save them cut 2x4, 
After these two things are men- 
tioned the whole of Cover and 
Precancel collecting has been cov- 
ered. There are a few scattered in- 
stances such as precancels used 
on first class mail legitimately 
ad the several instances where a 
printed Permit has been blotted 
out and a precancel used on a 
mailing piece where covers were 
advisable and desirable to retain. 
Otherwise any tie up that has 
been a fizzle, I remember back in 
the days when Bi-Cents were in 
use a collector got out a very nice 
cover commemorating a date in 
Western History with a nice lc Bi- 
Cent Precancel on it. The cover 
was printed in two colors and was 
quite as good as many of the cov- 
ers we see today. Yet nothing 
came of the thing. Nobody de- 
manded that their precancels be 
on covers and I guess the Cover 
collectors were not so impressed 
with precancel on a nice cover 
either. Please understand that I 
am not panning the gentleman in 
any way for his effort, for in such 
a manner many _ constructive 
things have found their way into 
the Philatelic field as well as the 
commercial field and it really was 
a good try. Perhaps you know of 
a still better effort.
